Kr*  Chairman  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  r'’’  "'  it  the  Annual  Health  Report  for 
the  year  ended  December  31st,  1969. 

The  Registrar  General's  estimate  of  the  mid-year  population 
was  6,350  ( the  same  as  in  1968,  and  20  less  than  in  1967). 

There  were  95  live  births  (one  more  than  in  1966)  with  no 
stillbirth  and  no  infant  death.  There  vras  no  maternal  death. 

The  number  of  deaths  was  110  compared  with  94  1968, 

Fiftysix  of  the  deaths  were  from  strokes,  heart  and  circulatory 
disease  including  coronary  tlirom*bosis.  This  is  the  sane 
pattern  as  in  previous  years  and  in  the  country  generally. 
Cancer  was  responsible  for  15  deaths  compared  with  10  in  1968. 

Five  new  cases  of  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  were  notified 
djning  the  year  and  there  were  two  deaths  from  this  disease, 
^compared  x^rith  3 notifications  and  1 death  in  1968) . 

I wish  to  thanlt  kr.  Parry,  the  Public  Health  Inspector, 
and  all  the  other  council  officials  for  their  help  during 
the  year. 

Finally  I xnsh  to  thank  all  the  council  members  for 
their  continued  courtesy  and  support.
